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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Two programs have dominated town affairs in 1984: The completion of the pro- 
perty revaluation and the replacement of the burned-out fire station. 

The revaluation was finished by autumn. With relatively few exceptions it has 

been accepted as fair and equitable. It is expected that the reviews in January, 1985, 
by the State Appraisers will clear up taxpayers’ questions and will eliminate whatever 
errors may have been made. We are grateful for a job well done. 
The destruction of the fire station in April shocked the town. But no time was lost. 
On April 11 we formed a Fire House Committee, headed by Luther Sweet, to recom- 
mend action for replacement and general direction. On May 2 the actual Building 
Committee, chaired by Daniel Wolf, was appointed. In the two months following, 
Architect/Engineers were interviewed and selected, public hearing held, a special town 
meeting approved plans, bids advertised, the contract let. Construction began in 
August and by the first frost was substantially complete. The Town is grateful for 
the invaluable help and direction of both committees. 

Although town operating costs continue inevitably to mount, department heads 
have kept the rate of interest for comtrollable costs to a minimum. 

Semi-annual tax collection has reduced interest costs on borrowing; wise invest- 
ment by the Town Treasurer has given us substantial return on monies received. 

The Selectmen are studying the courses open to the town for future disposal of 
solid waste and septage. We are seeking professional advice for how best to main- 
tain, or possibly to replace, the two town docks. 

In july, Bernie LaVaude resigned as Selectman and was replaced by George Beal 
to fill out her term.

SEWER REPORT 


We started 1984 with the repair of the starter motor on the standby generator 
at the Blodgett pump house. A month later, the electric motor that drives one of 
the compressors at Croft quit, after 23 years of service. 

In February a new type of packing was used on the pumps at Blodgetts that needs 
much less maintenance. 

In June we bought a motorized hand held string trimmer for cutting grass and 
weeds on the steep banks. The banks were being eroded by running the lawn mowers 
over them as well as damaging the mowers. 

During October we bought a second hand roto-tiller for the express purpose of 
controlling the growth of grass on the edge of the sand beds. This grass is fertilized 
daily by the flooding of the sand beds and the growth is very rapid. Much of the 
labor cost adds up in eliminating the grass. 

The tiller proved very successful and should help to lower labor cost of the Croft- 
Blodgett Area Sewer this coming year. 

Some of the lines on Front Street are partially blocked with sand and gravel and 
some of the manholes are half filled. This is because of a poor flow. To see if this 
could be corrected, we ran a transit line and found less than a fourteen inch drop 
from the beginning of the line to the pump house. To correct this would be very ex- 
pensive. The economical answer is to dig it up where and when needed and clean 
it out. Flushing of the lines spring and fall appear to keep them from getting blocked.

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REPORT OF THE NEWBURY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Hidden in the police statistics of our quiet town are some unhappy, tragic stories. 
Two people chose Newbury in which to take their own lives, and in July a boating 
accident near Chandler Cove took the life of a Claremont man. 

In 1984 reported burglaries were half what they were in 1981. We estimate about 
$47,000 worth of property was stolen in 1984, and that we were able to recover pro- 
perty worth about $23,000. 

The big news of the year has got to be our new offices located in the Safety Ser- 
vices Building at the corner of Routes 103 and 103A. If you haven’t come by to see 
your new police/fire/rescue facility, be sure to drop in. 

The major budget increase for 1985 represents a $3,000 addition for communica- 
tions. This increase will enable us to use the dispatch service available through the 
Merrimack County Sheriff’s Office in Concord. This county-wide service offers some 
advantages that our current service does not, and I’d like to use it through the rest 
of 1985 on a trial basis. If we make this change, we will be using a local telephone 
number, and South Newbury residents will no longer be paying for a toll call to con- 
tact the police. 

Our 1980 Plymouth cruiser is five years old and has 100,000 plus miles on the 
odometer. We recommend a replacement. 

Our part-time department continues to provide an officer on duty or on call daily, 
with the exception of a few hours each week. During that time we depend on the 
State Police and neighboring police departments to handle emergencies.

REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest-fire prevention law was enacted by our state legislature 90 years 
ago. This early law set in place a cooperative forest-fire prevention and suppression 
effort between city and town governments and the state government. It simply stated 
that no open fire could be kindled, when the ground is free of snow, without the 
written permission of the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that 
anyone kindIng a fire without written permission shall be liable for the damage caused 
and is subject to a $1,000 fine. 

During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that it has remained un- 
changed. All open fires when the ground is not covered with snow must be authoriz- 
ed by the local Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when 
one is required are liable for damages caused, fire suppression costs and are subject 
to a $1,000 fine. 
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This cooperative fire-prevention law has contributed significantly to our nationally 
recognized annual forest-fire loss record.

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PUBLIC HEARING — FIRE STATION 
Newbury, N.H. ¢ June 20, 1984, 7:00 P.M. 


The hearing was opened by Mr. Paul Diekmann, Selectman. He introduced the 
Building Committee members. They are Hank Thomas, Dan Wolf, Stanley Sias and 
James Tinker. The architectural firm of Dick Gregor was represented by Chris Palm. 
Mr. Diekmann stated that the fire station burned on April 4 and a committee was 
established on April 9. The purpose of this original committee was to study the dif- 
ferent avenues open to the town for the re-establishing of the fire station. The discus- 
sion was opened with Mr. Diekmann and the Building Committee answering questions. 

Some of the following questions were asked. Cost of the station per square foot? 
It was thought to be about $33.00. Will landfill be necessary? No. Will volunteer 
help be utilized? No, it has been found that voluteer help is not too reliable. It was 
mentioned in the past when it came time to paint the fire station, no one but the 
firemen showed up. What is the cost of the police section? It has not been broken 
down. There will be approximately 700 square feet used. Will there be a second floor 
and if not, why? No second floor due to handicap regulations. It would be too cost- 
ly. What about putting all the town offices together? There were two major problems 
with that —(1) The committee did not feel all the offices should be together. If a 
disaster should occur, everything would be lost. (2) The site is not large enough to 
accommodate the facilities. The possibility of obtaining more land at a future date 
and the possibility of adding the remaining offices to this complex were discussed. 
The committee felt that the building would not be able to be used if all offices were 
there due to safety. The offices would be accessible to the groups coming in and 
therefore the contents of these offices would be in jeopardy. Will the station have 
a hose bed? No, it was felt that it was not necessary and an added expense. There 
would be storage room with a slant so the hoses can drain. How many trucks do 
we now have? There are currently four trucks with a fifth loaned by the state. Five 
bays will be adequate for future growth. Future renovation? Will come before Town 
Meeting. 

The bond issue — Why does it need to be $150,000.00 if there is the possibility 
of insurance monies. It was explained how the bond issue works and how the in- 
surance monies would be used to defray the cost of construction. It is not definite 
how much money we will receive, and therefore the amount of the bond had to be 
determined in order to cover the monies needed. 

Payback of the bond — Insurance money could be used if not needed to com- 
plete building. Several options of pay for the number of years the bond will be. 

Some questions would like more answers on: How will this affect the tax rate? 
A definite bond time. 

Public Hearing adjourned at 8:14 p.m.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING

The special town meeting was opened on Friday, July 6, 1984, at 7:00 p.m. by 
the moderator, Vincent Iacopino. Mr. Iacopino read the warrant. 

**Article 1. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$150,000.00 for the purpose of constructing a town fire and police station, to in- 
clude furnishing, architectural and professional services fees, site development, and 
any other items incidental to and necessary for the provision. Further, to establish 
that said appropriation be raised by notes per RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize the 
Selectmen to determine all other matters in connection therewith, or to take any other 
action relative thereto.”’ 

A motion was made and seconded to accept Article 1 as read. Discussion followed. 

Dan Wolf spoke in favor of the article. He explained what had been done by 
the committee and why the need to procede with the fire station project as soon as 
possible. 

Mr. Sherman asked if this article could be amended. Mr. Iacopino explained 
that the amount could be decreased but not increased. He also stated that the project 
could not be changed. It had to be both the Fire Station and Police Station. 

Mr. Leach asked what was meant by ‘‘incidental items.’’ Mr. Wolfe explained 
that these were things necessary to make the building functional. Mr. Leach asked 
if it could be changed to ‘‘essential items.’’ Mr. Iacopino asked if a motion was to 
be made for this. No one spoke. 

Mr. Parsons asked what the insurance settlement was. Mr. Diekmann stated that 
they did not know definitely how much the town would receive. It was estimated 
at $37,600 for the building and approximately $2,000 for the interior. 

Mr. Wright spoke in regards to the cost of the proposed building. He stated that 
the figure on the Bradford Fire Station could not be realistically compared to what 
it would cost Newbury for its station. Bradford had a local lumber yard that sup- 
plied the materials at cost. He said that he doubted that this same company or any 
other company in the area would do this for Newbury. Bradford has a much bigger 
volunteer fire station, and therefore there was volunteer help available. 

Mr. Messenger asked how the bids would be handled. The Selectmen will receive 
the sealed bids. They will award the contracts. 

What interest will the town pay on this note? Mr. Croteau explained the options 
that were available. He said the rate is always changing and it is impossible to give 
a fixed figure. 

Mr. Kinsman asked if this article is approved, what will it do to our taxes? It 
was stated by Mr. Cardillo that it wuld increase the rate by a $1.00 to $1.50 per thou- 
sand evaluation. For a home assessed at $30,000 it would be approximately $30.00 
to $40.00 a year. 

Mr. Leach asked what the bottom line figure would be. Mr. Wolfe stated that 
there was no bottom line because we are voting on two separate articles. 

Mr Sherman asked if the Selectmen could modify the building. Mr. Wolfe stated 
that the furnishing could be modified but not the building. It has to be a fire station 
and a police station. Mr. Sherman also asked if the articles were defeated, how long 
would it take to seek an alternate method? It was stated that it would take at least 
two months. 

Mr. Wright stated that we need a warm place to keep the trucks in for the winter. 
He made a motion to vote on the article. This was seconded. The polls were opened 
for one hour. 
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Mr. Iacopino read Article 2: 

‘‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to use the fire insurance 
monies toward defraying construction costs.”’ 

A motion was made and seconded to accept Article 2 as read. A discussion 
followed. 

Mr. Wolfe spoke in favor of Article 2. He stated that these monies would go 
into the General Fund if this article was not approved. He also stated that the bids 
were expected to come in at between $140,000.00 to $160,000.00. If the town did 
not have this additional money available and the bids went over the $150,000.00 bond 
the fire station/police station could not be built. If the bids came in at under the 
$150,000.00 then the insurance money would be applied toward the bond. 

A motion was made and seconded to vote on Article 2. The po’; were opened 
for one hour. 

Mr. lacopino read the results of the voting.
